Which is not properly a ſingle Duty, but a Scheme and 
Body of Duties, or if you pleaſe, an Epitome of the 
whole Duty of Man. Neither therefore is it ſo very obvi- 
ous and eaſy, as to make all Explication or Enlargement 
needleſs and impertinent. It is eaſy indeed to have a con- 
fuſed and general Idea of the Duty of leading a peaceable 
and godly Life. But when we come to ſearch farther in- 
to its Nature, to examine its connexion with or depen- 
dance upon other Duties, to open it in all its parts, to 
deſcribe it in its due latitude and extent ; we ſhall find, 
that to gain a juſt and adequate Notion of it, will de- 
mand mature Thoughts and an intenſe Application of - 
Mind. For he that would lead a quiet and peaceable Life, 
muſt conform all his Actions to the Rules of Reaſon and 
Religion, and make Prudence the Guide and Miſtreſs of 
his Conduct: Prudence, I ſay, which is the Eye of Mo- 
rality * ; and though it enters not into the Nature of Ver- 
tue, preſcribes oft its Meaſures, directs its Ends and Uſes, 
and without which Vertue it ſelf loſes, tho not its Nature, 
its due Commendation, and ceaſes to be agreeable r. 
He muſt guard his Tongue, that he offend not there- 
with ; and watch over his very Thoughts, to check the 
firſt riſings of Anger, to compoſe the ſwellings of Pride 
and Ambition, to extinguiſh every ſpark of Envy and Ma- 
lice, and reſtrain and ſuppreſs each tumultuous Paſſion 
in its firſt feeble Efforts. He muſt bear a general un- 
diſtinguiſhing Love to the whole Race of Mankind; and

Yes, he muſt be of a candid and ingenuous Temper, not 
apt to provoke, not apt to reſent *, willing to recede from 
juſt Pretenſions, and rigorous Right, forward to over- 
look little Injuries, to excuſe Miſtakes, to connive at 
Neglects, to make allowances for the haſty ſallies of un- 
govern'd Paſſions : Nor is all this enough, he muſt be dif- 
poſed to forgive || real Affronts, and flagrant Wrongs, and 
to accept the firſt fair offer of Reconciliation. His 
Soul muſt be ſtrongly impregnated with Charity, the emi- 
nent Properties of which are, that it ſuffereth long and is 
kind, beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth all 
things, endureth all things. I can but glance upon theſe 
Particulars, each of which might deſerve an entire Diſ- 
courſe. What I have thus briefly ſaid, relates to that 
Peace only which we are to love and purſue, to cultivate 
and preſerve as Men and Chriſtians, who are all Members 
one of another. We are alſo to promote it in the State and 
Community to which we belong; we are to pray for the 
full and free Enjoyment of it, which implies on the part 
of our Superiours and Rulers, Protection and Favour ; 
and on our own part, a chearful and dutiful Submiſſion 
to every Ordinance of Man, for the Lord's ſake, whether it 
be to the King as Supreme ; or unto Governours, as unto 
them that are ſent by him for the pumſhment of evil doers, 
and for the praiſe of them that do well. As we are bound 
to be conſtant and earneſt Supplicants for them, accord- 
ing to the Direction of St. Paul, that we may under , Tim.

We are to forbear whatever may tend to weaken the Hands 
of the, Government, or perplex the Adminiſtration. We 
are to render to Ceſar the Things that are Caſar's, all that 
ReſpeR and Honour, all that Duty and Obedience, which 
the Laws of God and the Land do require: And this 
heartily and ſincerely, becauſe upon Conſcience and Princi- 
ple; chearfully and thankfully, becauſe he is the Mini- 


er ef God to us for Good; and to all that are put in Au- 


thority under him, Reſpect and Obedience are to be pay'd 


too, according to that meaſure of Authority with which 


they are entruſted, and that degree of Honour to which 
they are raiſed. For we cannot be ſaid to live quietly and 
peaceably under any Government, unleſs we readily comply 
with the eftabliſhed Laws of it, and without indulging to 
private Humor or Paſſion, render to all their dues,tribute to 
whom tribute is due, cuſt om to whom cuffom, fear to whom fear, 
honour: to mhm honour. This is the general Doctrine of 
Chriſtianity, equally calculated for publick and private 
Good, for the welfare and fecurity of States and King- 
doms, and for the peace and happineſs of every individu- 
al Member thereof. From the Particulars of this Duty 
thus ſlightly touched, it appears that it is a Matter of

All 
Happineſs in this World has its Allays: It were vain and 
fond indeed for any to hope for a Series of uninterupted 
Tranquillity. Let the Laws of the Country in which he 
lives be never ſo Wiſe and Wel-contrived, and the Con- 
duct of his own Actions never ſo Good and Regular +, 
no Kingdom or Perfon was ever yet free from Fears and 
Diſorders, e. ire from every Depfer of Trouble and 
Calamity ; but yet we of this Nation have Happineſs as 
much within our reach, as any People under Heaven;

What to the firſt Chriſtians was Matter of Devout and

Uſeful. That the School is in the Hands of Worthy 
Truſtees, and Maintained by Subſcriptions, which being 
inſufficient to defray the whole Charge, they are oblig'd 
to have recourſe to the Aid of Collections, eſpecially 
at theſe Seaſons, when ſo many Honourable and Worthy 
Perſons meet together, able and willing to Contribute 
- to any Deſign that may be for the Honour of God, the 
Intereſts of Religion, and the Sexvic#%of their King and 
Country. For which Purpoſes, I defire the Concurrence 
of your hearty Prayers to the Almighty, that it would 
pleaſe him to protect and defend the Peſo of his Sacred 
Majeſty our Sovereign Lord King GEORGE, and to
